





almost any method remains woefully 
slow when crunching large amounts 
price series data. Two non-Lotus solu- 
tions offer some hope. 

Several companies sell programs 
which convert the Lotus command lan- 
guage into “regular” program languages 
like “C.” While I don’t own one of these 
compiler programs, the advertising 
promises truly major speed enhance- 
ments, although I don’t know how easy 
it is to tinker with the original once you 
compile it. 

Lotus “add-ins” promise another 
option. Let add-ins do the tedious calcu- 
lations and most of the calculation code 
works at lightning speed by merely call- 
ing up commands like TR, +DI, -DI, and 
DX. This allows you to use the Lotus’ 
real power. Because add-ins are written 
in “regular” computer languages, this 
overcomes the speed problem and also 
allows tinkering. I’m testing add-ins for 
a company now, so the future is near. 
Other firms have created new Lotus 
functions to do the same thing, such as 
@RSI, but the demos I have seem so far 

-don’t work easily. 

A third solution, one which leaves 
you doing a lot of the customization you 
might want from Lotus, requires Sys- 
temWriter, a program which lets you 
write spreadsheet programs in a much 
easier code than Lotus and then com- 
piles it for you, achieving extremely fast 
processing and allowing you plenty of 
tinkering opportunities later.
